The Germans yesterday commcneed a new drive on Paris, al- 
tcnipting to force a passape of the Aisne al Si, P.uij. The Freneli 
Moroccan troops bore the brunt of tho attack and arc holding the 
position on the north bank of the river while i einf(ir< emeiils aie be- 
ing rushed lo their a.ssislancc. Determined efforts arc also being 
made lo push forward the German lines at La Basscc. 

BELGIUM 

Reports, from Amsterdam stale thai the British and French 
fleets arc again bombarding ihc German base al Zcebruggr. 

RUSSIA 

It is rejidrtrcl thai a Kussinii warship has sunk a German lor- 
[)edo boat in the Baltic. 

Along the Vistula the Russians arc successful in their resistance 
of the German advance; while north of the Vistula ihc Russian 
forces have advanced within Iwcnly-six miles of lliorn in East 
Prussia. 

AU.S1K1A-I lUNGARY 

In the Carpathians the Russians have been eveiywhcrc .success- 
ful, the important Dukia Pass having been recaptured, and tlic com- 
bined Au.stro-German forces have been compelled to abandon their 
effort of the relief of Przcinysl. The Ru.ssian cavalry arc reported 
to be ncaring Budapest, tlic capital of Hungary. 

TURKEY 

Four of the chief forts al the mpulh of the Dardanelles have 
been destroyed by the combined British and French fleets. All 
women have been ordered lo leave Constantinople and the authori- 
ties there arc seizing all .supplies of food and clothing. The head- 
(|Uarlcrs of the Cabinet have been removed to Asia Minor. 

Al the head of the Persian Çiulf the British forces have defeat- 
ed the Turks near Kurna. 

EGYPT 

The Australians have received their baptism of fire when they 
were victorious over the Turks near Nachl. The second contingent 
of Australians has .arrived in Egypt and will be placed on duly al 
the Sue/. Canal. 

' CANADA 

Extradition proceedings arc licing taken with the U.S. Govcrn- 
mrnl in the Van Horn case.. No nns\ver has been received from the 
American Government as yel. 

Parliament opens to-day and will probably assume a mililary 
aspect. The principal legislation will be a large war supply vote.
